Friday morning, FAA investiga- 
;ors began quizzing every con- 
troller who reported sick, ask- 
ing each to furnish a physician's 
statement. Flener said the inter- 
viewing was stopped Sunday but 
was to be resumed today. 


"If this is continued today, 


think the whole thing will blow 
up and aviation will come to a 
stop," the organization's vice 
chairman, James R. Ean, said 
in New York.

Nixon Lauds Warren for Years of Service 


WASHINGTON (AP) - War- 


ren Earl Burger was sworn in 
at 10:42 a.m. today to be the 
15th chief justice of the United 
States, 


The simple and sedate cere- 


mony marked the retirement of 
Earl Warren after 16 years as 
chief justice and 52 years in 
public service. 


President Nixon, in an un- 


precedented action, spoke to the 
high court, and said of Warren: 
"The nation is grateful for that 
service." 


At the conclusion of the cere- 


mony, Burger stood behind the 
bench and in a firm, clear voice 
swore to defend the Constitution 
and to administer justice faith 
fully and impartially, to do 
equal right to the poor and rich 


The 61-year-old veteran feder- 


al judge rested his hand on a Bi- 
ble held by the outgoing chief 
ustice. 
They were flanked on both 


sides by the seven sitting associ- 
ate justices. 


Nixon is believed to be the 


first President in office to ad- 
dress the court. A lawyer, he 
spoke as a member of the 
court's bar. He stood behind the

$35 Million at Stake 
Seminoles Waging Final Battle in Bitter Indian War

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


final battle in what is the long- 
est and often bitterest Indian 
dispute in the nation's history is 
being fought in an obscure gov- 
ernment agency with nearly $35 
million at stake. 


Seminoie Indians have asked 


the Indian Claims Commission, 
which opens hearings today, to 
approve a $40 million claim for 
32 million acres of Florida the 
tribe owned hi the 18th and ear- 
ly 19th centuries. 


The government has offered 


the Indians $5.8 million. 


The Seminoles owned most of 


Florida when Spain gave up the 
territory to the United States in 
1819. They claim the American 


white man robbed the tribe of 
the land at arms point and 
through false treaties, a point 
not contended by the govern- 
ment. 


Land Value 


Attorneys for the Seminoles 


figure the land was worth an av- 
erage of at least $1.25 an acre 
when the government took it in 
the 1820s. Government lawyers 
estimate its value at about 18 
cents per acre. 


Some of Ihe Florida land was 


quite valuable—containing 
fo- 


rests of live oak trees, in de- 
mand then by shipbuilders and 
particularly for naval vessels. 
Much of the land was the In- 
dians' hunting grounds. Crops 
were raiaed on pontons of the 
land. 


The 
long Seminoie dispute 


started in 1816 when Gen. An- 
drew Jackson invaded Florida 
to punish the tribe for hiding fu- 
gitive

slaves 
and

peace treaty was signed in 1034. 
The first Seminoie war, waged 
by Jackson, ended in 1818, a 
year before the United States 
had legal rights in the territory. 


Move to Oklahoma

their Florida land until 1852 
when some tribe leaders agreed 
to give up all claims and move 
their people to what is now 
Oklahoma.

The Claims Commission ruled 
five years ago that the Semi- 
noles now living in Florida and 
Oklahoma owned most of Flori- 
da in 1833, when the United 
Slates claimed treaty rights.

A letter from Mrs. Diane 


Rutkowski, public relations 
chairman for the reunion, 
confirms that 91-year-old Mrs. 
Genevieve LongfieW Larson, 
the school's oldest living 
alumna will drive from Cali- 
fornia with relatives.

Larson, a member of the 
class of 1898, has provided the 
reunion committee with a 
memory description of her 
first uniform (there are pic- 
torial records of all others.) 


She writes, "The uniform 


was made of white outing 
flannel with a blue band trim 
on the high, collar. A plain 
'waist' (blouse) and gathered 
skirt of floor length made up 
the dress. A bib apron was 
attached to the waist with 
straight pins and tied around 
the waist with long ties. Black 
stockings and black high but' 
ton shoes completed the uni- 
form. The cap was a bouffant 
crinoline style with a blue 
ribbon and bow." 


Some of the nurses in the 


Valley remember the high 
button shoes and the bibs. 
These women met recently 
for their own miniature reun- 
ion at the invitation of Mrs. 
Dolores Jolle (class of '46) 
and now executive director of 
the Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion. 


Nurses Reminisce 


Over coffee and rolls, the 


R.N.S told how, short of cash, 
they cut off the top of their 
shoes when the directive al- 
lowing low black oxfords 
came through in 1932. 


There were other memories 


of 13 hour days (5 hours of 
classes and 8 hours of duty); 
broken thermometers that had 
to be paid for by the students; 
cat naps at night behind the 
statue at the end of the hall 
while another student nurse 
covered; bread snuck out in 
the scissors' dividers of the 
big, old skirts. 


Nurses of the '30s remem- 


bered how proud they were 


when after • four-month pro- 
bationary period they were 
allowed to weir their bibt and 
caps. 


Younger nurses from the 


'SO's remember shorter bourt, 
but tough schedules which 
many girls were not able to 
finish. 


This also happened earlier. 


Of the SO young women who 
started with the class of '4ft, 
only 22 graduated. The '31 
beginning class of 43 ended up 
with 28 graduates. Not all of 
the nursing dropouts were 
because of low grades. Some 
girls found they did not like 
nursing. Others left to be - 
married. It wasn't until 1960 
that the school permitted its 
students to marry, and per- 
mission, even then, was given 
only 
during the last six 


months of the nursing pro- 
gram. It was this year, too, 
that students were allowed to 
reside outside of the dormi- 
tory. 


Rules Changing 


Not only have the rules of 


the n u r s i n g schools been 
changing over the year; so 
have the standards, and some 
of the old-time, nurses who 
"learned self-discipline that 
students don't know today," 
wonder if all the changes are 
for the better. 


However, St. Mary's is not 


the o n l y diploma nursing 
school to "go out of business" 
as such. Three-year schools 
have been closing all over the 
state and country and are 
being replaced by four-year 
s c h o o l s . Licensed practical 
nurses are taking more re- 
sponsibilities on h o s p i t a l 
floors, as are nurses assist- 
ants. 


At St. Mary's the trend 


toward more education for 
nurses has been a continuing 
one. The school began with a 
two-year course in 1894. In 
1901-' it was lengthened to 
three years to allow "for a 
greater variety in the sched- 
ule of services and instruc- 
tion."

education—should be able to write legibly, to take notes of lecturer, 
and to keep accurately, simple accounts.

alert mind, and a capacity for punctuality and strict obedience to orders.

During the months of probation pupils are hoarded and lodged

Board of Medical Examiners, 
all applicants to St. Mary's 
had to present evidence of 
having two years of high 
school or educational equiva- 
lent. In September 1924, the 
school became affiliated with 
the Marquette Central School 
of Nursing, which was an 
integral part of Marquette 
University. 


This connection was dis- 


solved in 1927, but in 1928 the 
school became affiliated with 
DePaul University, Chicago. 
The graduate had a total of 18 
major credits with DePaul at 
the completion of the three- 
years and if she acquired 18 
additional u n i t s she was 
awarded a bachelor of science 
degree. This affiliation lasted 
until 1932. 


After that time various oth- 


er cooperative institutions 
were used. Members of the 
class of '46, for instance, 
received their psychiatric 
nursing study at St. Vincent 
Sanatarium in St. Louis. 


During the time of 194144, 


the school library was enlarg- 
ed and in December, 1944, a 
ward class room was renovat- 
ed and equipped for ward 
teaching on the second floor 
of the hospital. 


With the emphasis on "edu- 


cation and not service" com- 
ing to tiie fore in the school 
program, there was an in- 
crease in the cost of the 
nursing program and a "room 
and board fee" became a 
reality in 1959. Two years 
later there was another col- 
legiate association, this time 
with Mount Mary College. By 
1962, the entire freshman aca- 
demic year was received at 
Mount Mary, with six credit 
hours in the first and second 
semesters of the second year. 


Reduce Term 


Oddly enough, the length of 


the school term was reduced 
with the class of 1963 to three 
academic years and one sum- 
mer session, rather than the 
traditional t h r e e calendar 
years. 


Although St. Mary's School 


of N u r s i n g has officially 
closed, there still will be 
nurses trained at the hospital. 
Sister Lucille, head of the 
department of nursing, re- 
ports that the second floor of 
the old school will be turned 
over to nursing students from 
the University of Wisconsin — 
Milwaukee (UWM). All of the

Sister Lucille proudly stated 


that St. Mary R.N.s have 
never even "had to provide a 
reference to get a job." The 
training s t a n d a r d s have 
always preceded them.

Nixon Lauds Warren for Years of Service 


WASHINGTON (AP) - War- 


ren Earl Burger was sworn in 
at 10:42 a.m. today to be the 
15th chief justice of the United 
States. - 
.The simple and sedate cere- 
mony marked the retirement of 
Earl Warren after 16 years as 
chief justice and 52 years in 
public service. 


President Nixon, in an un- 


precedented action, spoke to the 
high court, and said of Warren: 
"The nation is grateful for that 
service." 


At the conclusion of the cere- 


mony, Burger stood behind the 
bench and in a firm, clear voice 
swore to defend the Constitution 
and' to administer justice faith- 
fully and impartially, to do 
equal right to the poor and rich 


The 61-year-old veteran feder- 


al judge rested his hand on a Bi- 
ble held by the outgoing chief 
justice. 


They. were flanked on both 


sides, by the seven sitting associ- 
ate justices. 


Nixon is believed to be the 


first President in office to ad- 
dress the court. A lawyer, he 
spoke as a member of the 
court's bar.

tion buildings. 
The $6 million complex, lo- 


cated along U.S. 41 and State 
10, encompasses 41 acres. The 
parking facilities and landscap- 
ing covers an additional 10 
acres.-It is being built for about 
2,500 students and has a Sep- 
tember, 1970 completion date. 
In a breakdown, the largest 


building is the trades, and indus- 
try section, with 56,100 square 
f£et. It includes shops, labs, 


machinery rooms and class- 
rooms. Taught in this area, 
which is a little larger than a 
football field in size, will be 
machine and 
apprenticeship 


trades, w e l d i n g , metallurgy, 
printing, auto mechanics and 
farm mechanics. 


Culinary Arts 


The student center, with near- 


ly 30,100 square feet, is the 
second largest area. In it will 
be located a lecture ball for 325; 
a day care area, art rooms, 
student services and culinary 
arts. There also are several 
other laboratories, plus a cafe- 
teria, boiler room, and receiving 
room planned here. 


A resource center of 31,220 


square feet, occupies the center, 
which houses the library com- 
plex and TV workshop facilities. 
This is the only two-story build- 
ing in the plans and will house 


100 teachers plus several con- 
ference rooms, plus general 
officers. 


The academic building will be 


about 25,100 square feet and 
include 27 classrooms, a health 
occupations section and police 
science area. At present, plans 
are to have the latter two 
programs there on a temporary 
basis only. 


A 19,190 square foot science 


technology building will have 
facilities for science, chemistry, 
physics and biology courses, and 
will also have room for draft- 
ing, electronics and instrumen* 
tation. 


Smallest Area 


The second smallest area, 


20,215 square feet, will house 
the administration and the busi- 
ness e d u c a t i o n department. 
With both using data processing^ 


equipment, administrators and 
students will be able 'to share 
the building with convenience. 


This total does not include non- 


educational and administrative 
areas, such as corridors, which 
cover another 
42,000 square 


feet. 
These two areas show a great 


opportunity for expansion into 
their own facilities at a later 
date, a recent survey of both 
fields shows, according to 
Dominic Sordini, head of re- 
search-development-operati o n s 
for the district.

Our Military Commitments Need Review 


A subcommittee beaded by Senator 


Stuart Symington, onetime Air Force 
Secretary and now a stern critic of some of 
our defense policies, is going to hold 
hearing* on the origins and extensions of 
American military commitments. 


There have been warnings from both 


former Secretary of State Dean Rusk and 
President Nixon that the United States 
must not slip back into isolationism and 
that we must continue to be a leader in the 
free world. We cqncur. But our military 
commitments have grown like Topsy and 
it is past time for a review of exactly what 
they mean. 


We now have 429 major and almost 


3000 minor overseas bases staffed by 
Americans in addition to the military units 
attached to embassies and consulates. 
These bases range all the way from 
immense installations such as that on 
Okinawa and the submarine base at Holy 
Loch, Scotland, to small communications 
units on the Azores and a special purpose 
base in Iceland. Some are for monitoring 
missile experiments, others are supply 
depots or bomb practice areas. More than 
four thousand square miles of land is 
involved. 250.000 foreigners are employed 
and more than two million 
American 


servicemen are stationed overseas. The cost 
is between four and five billion a year. 


Many of these overseas bases are direct 


results of the eight major treaties which we 
have with a number of countries and with 
their various requirements. The North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization is the most 
binding, requiring each 
of the 
fifteen 


member nations to consider an attack on 
any member as an attack upon itself. The 
Rio treaty with twenty other 
nations 


provides for consultation in case of attack 
as does the South East Asia Treaty 
Organization with seven other nations, 
none of which agreed with the United 
States stand that SEATO 
was reason 


enough for foreign troops in South Viet- 
nam,

In the years after 
World War 11. they clearly gave many 
relatively weak nations the opportunity to 
recover and develop economically without 
the danger of outside attack. This was 
especially true when Stalin was consolidat- 
ing Eastern Europe and looking toward the 
West and after the Nationalist Chinese fled 
to Taiwan. 


But this is a different decade. From a 


purely financial standpoint many such 
nations should now be able to take over 
more responsibility for their own defense. 
Air mobility means that American troops 
could be rushed to threatened areas easily. 
And there continues to be the danger — 
which has existed all along — of how we 
would be able to cope with the situation if 
we were called to abide by treaty pledges 
in several areas at the same time. There are 
also the antagonisms which develop when 
the troops of one nation are stationed in 
another. It sometimes seems that some of 
our allies despise us more than our alleged 
enemies. 


For all sorts of reasons our commit- 


ments around the world, the reasons for 
them and how effective they are, need 
constant review.

In the time of Galileo the new knowl-

Latin America Its founder is Ivan Illich, a 
monsignor v. ho resigned from the priest- 
hood m March after a secret Vatican 
hearing about his institute.

As her salty old father, Clin- 


ton Jones, Parker is emminent- 
ly successful in delivering an 
image of a crusty, crude but 
compassionate and always-in- 
control father who spent most 
of his wonder years at sea and 
now must settle for memories 
and a $37.50-a-week factory 
foreman's job. 


Only Experience 


Prior to his current role, 


Parker's only Attic experience 
was last summer as Rev. Harp- 
er (just a few minutes on stage)) 
in "Arsenic and Old Lace," a 
role which was a direct contrast 
with C l i n t o n Jones. Parker 
seemed appropriate as, Rev. 
Harper, which makes his coup 
as Clinton Jones even more 
praiseworthy. The cussing old 
sea dog, The Complete Patri- 
arch, appears at first to be a 
supporting role. But before long 
it is obvious he carries a 
substantial portion of the action 
and Parker carries it beautiful- 
ly. 


One good actor does not make 


a play, and the success of
